Water and Wind Erosion 

There are two types of erosion 
of soil which are constantly at 
work, namely wind and water, the 
water erosion takes place to a 
certain extent during every rain 
and during the spring runoff on 
any land that is not' perfectly lev¬ 
el, most of the land in lhe County 
is not level enough so that no er¬ 
osion takes place from runoff wat- 
ed. We are especially concerned 
about the area in the north part 
of the Coanty in which a gieat 
amount of gullying is taking place, 
we think it is a good policy to 
look over your farms and check 
the places were erosion is apt-to 
start if it has not already started 
and commence a program of seed¬ 
ing down these places to grass be¬ 
fore the trouble starts to occur, 
as after it has started to erode in 
earnest it is next to impossible to 
gel it down to grass without a lot 
of expense, and nature is well on 
jour side. 

Wind erosion has not been of 
such vital concern during the last 
few years of above average rain¬ 
fall, but we can well return to sea 
sons wh«'n wind commences to 
take its toll, then it is the level 
land and the knolls that suffer. 
The Noble blade has been a gieat 
bjion Jo farmers in keeping a trash 
mulch on top. also strip farming 
has solved the problem to a groat 
extent in the south. 

Field shelter bells have proven 
their value in different areas of 
the province in the storage ol 
moisture from winter snow and 
cutting down the velocity of the 
wind as well. This is a program 
that can be carried on in a large 
way in Vulcan -county,,as trees 
will grow with a little care and 
the planting is not much of a task 
Mith a planter such as the Dept, 
of Agriculture uses. Unfortunately 
only tivo of these are available at 
present, but blue prints are avail¬ 
able from the Department for 
building a machine and should not 
be too costly.
